They have found that 
a shot made w’ltb approximately 
two p(;r cent magnesium begins to

up within 24 hours after 
strik in g moisture.

A number of senators who favor 
repealing the embargo are strong­ 
ly opposed to the credit and ship­ 
ping provisions of the bill. 
By 
meeting their criticism, the lead­ 
ership felt that it could nail down 
I heir votes on the more important 
embargo question. 
Then, 
too, 
the leaders hoped 
shat by reducing the 
points 
of 
ontroversy contained in the bill, 
nuch 
time - consuming 
debate 
might be avoided and a final vote 
orrespondingly hastened. 
Their 
earlier 
predictions that 
general debate could be finished

Loophole Too Rig 
Senator Gillette (D-Iowa) told 
the senate he would support the 
hill, if amendments were introduc­ 
ed to close a “ loophole through 
which you could drive a truck.”

vate firms in belligerent countries 
and to prevent belligerent govern­ 
ments from calling in old secur­ 
ities from their citizens and m ar­ 
keting them in the United States.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington— Those who 
have 
talked 
with the President in the past month find 
him looking a little tired and under great­ 
er strain than before the war crisis. His 
face is more serious, he seems more 
tlc- 
termlned and more forceful. There is less 
ot the airy jocularity 
about 
him 
these 
days. 


One business man from the Middle West 
talked to the President about some care­ 
ful soundings he had made throughout 
that area, which disclosed that 90 per cent 
of the people were 
convinced 
that 
the 
British and French would 
lose 
in 
the 
early stages of the war, but would win in 
the end. 


This brought from Roosevelt the com­ 
ment: “ It’s a mistake to assume anything 
like that.” 


He went on to explain that reports from 
American military 
and 
naval 
attaches 
were not at all optimistic regarding 
the 
Allied position. 


"We want to look aro u n d 
very 
care­ 
fully." the President continued In effect, 
"to see what our position will be without 
Ihe British fleet. We want to examine the 
situation from the point of view not only 
of our own coasts, but those of Canada 
and Central America." 


The President did not elaborate furth­ 
er. But his naval 
strategists 
long 
ago 
pointed to the certainty that in the event 
of a German victory. Hitler 
woultl 
lake 
over Ihe British fleet exactly as 
Britain 
look over the German fleet in 1918. With 
the combined German and Japanese fleets, 
the strategists pointed out. It would lake 
more than the Monroe Doctrine to protect 
the vast undeveloped areas of Latin Amer­ 
ica.

The president acted in accord- 
ince with an act of congress, pass- 
tid In 1926. requesting the chief

world peace," and made a legal 
public holiday.

PROCLAMATION ISSUED 
Washington, Oct. 16. (/P)— Pro- 
rlaiming November l l as Armis­ 
tice Day, President Roosevelt as­ 
serted today that it was appropri­ 
ate for the American people to re­ 
flect upon the hour 
“ when 
the 
voices of war were silenced and 
Lo look forward even now 
to 
a 
time when a Just and 
enduring 
peace shall be established among 
ill the peoples of the earth.” 
The proclamation, Issued ut a 
time when Europe again Is engag­ 
ed in conflict, commented on the 
tragic 
situation in which the 
world finds Itself today, with the 
destructive forces of 
war 
once 
(•gain unleashed.” 
The president acted in accord- 
nice with an act of congress, pass­ 
ed in 19 26, requesting the chief 
executive to issue an armistice 
proclamation. An act in 1938 pro­ 
vided that each 
November 
l l 
ihall be “dedicated to the cause of 
world peace,” and made a legal 
public holiday. 
The proclamation directed that 
the United States flag be display­ 
'd on all 
government 
buildings 
November l l and the president 
invited the people of the 
nation 
“ to observe the day in schools and 
•hurdles, or other suitable places, 
with appropriate ceremonies.” 
The original Armistice Day act 
of 
1926 
proposed 
appropriate 
ceremonies “expressive 
of 
our 
gratitude for peace and our desire 
for the continuance of friendly 
"elations with all other people.”

Paper Tells of 
DiflFiculties of 
Pioneer Travel 


An interesting story 
of 
the 
hardships of travel seventy-three 
years ago was related at a recent 
'meeting of Chippewa Chapter of 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, at Florence. Wis., by 
Mrs. A. E. Robbins whose histori­ 
cal talk dealt with the honeymoon 
trip of her uncle, James F. Lyon, 
and his bride. 


The story of the wedding trip, 
which followed the couple’s m ar­ 
riage at Garden on November 13. 
isét). writt(’n when they observed 
their sixty-fourth wedding anni­ 
versary. in 19 30. is as follows: 


•'The home of Mr. Streeter was 
at a place called Kate's Hay on 
Hig Hay de Noc. about throe mih's 
fuorther up tlie bay than the pres­ 
ent village of Garden.

started for the home of the bride­

Ail interesting story 
of 
th e 
hardships of travel seventy-three 
years ago was related at a recent 
meeting of Chippew a C hapter of 
the D aughters of th e A m erican 
Revolution, at Florence, Wis., by 
Mrs. A. F. Robbins whose h istori­ 
cal talk dealt with the honeym oon 
trip of her uncle, J a m e s F. Lyon, 
and his bride. 
The story of th e wedding trip. 
which followed the couple’s m a r ­ 
riage at Garden on N ovember 13. 
1866, w ritten when they observed 
their sixty-fourth wedding a n n i ­ 
versary. in 1930, is as follows: 
“The hom e of Mr. S treeter was 
at a place called K a t e ’s Ray on 
Rig Ray de Noe. about th ree miles 
fuorther up t h e bay than th e pres­ 
ent village c f Garden. 
The w e d ­ 
ding was on a W ednesday and on 
the following F riday the couple 
started for th e h o m e of th e b rid e­ 
groom's f a th e r in Menominee in 
an open sail boat, th e re being no 
other means of travel 
In 
those 
days. 
“ Shortly afte r th e 
trip 
was 
started, a blow developed which 
was so severe th e boatm en con­ 
sidered it u n sa fe to continue so 
th ey put in to th e h a rb o r at what 
is now called Fayette, but then 
was occupied by a 
m an 
nam ed 
Squires, a fisherman. 
“ There th e p arty 
spent 
the 
night. 
The next 
m orning 
they 
again started for Escanaba, which 
was their im m ed ia te 
object, 
as 
from E scan ab a to Green Ray there 
was a reg u la r line of steam boats
